This offer comes from Superintendent Sloan 
of the bridewell, who proposes that short 
term prisoners be made to do duty as street 


made to do efficient service, he says, but the 
moral effect on a certain clags of police court 
“regulars would be good: While sweep- 
ing the streets, Superintendent Sloan con- 
tends, these men also would be wiping away 
their disposition to break the laws. 


Paper Posters Litter Streets. . 

As the scope of the cleaner city "” move- 
ment widens, attention is being called toan 
agency which had for its origtnal purpose the 
collection of rubbish, but which now has be- 
come one of the most serious drawbacks to 
clean streets. 

The waste paper boxes which na ve been 
placed on many of the corners are plastered 


soaked and torn loose by wind and rain, are 
caught up by the breeses and scattered over 
the streets, | 

The ordinance authorizing the waste paper 
boxes provided that only tin signs should be 
permitted, but recently the Council, while in 
a lenient mood, modified its order to allow Re 
pasting of posters on the boxes. 3 


Sloan Explains His P 
The proposition from Superintens 


ent Sloan 


street cleaning is explained by the Guperin- 
it as followsi 
“Tt costs 30 Gents a day or an wache to 
maintain, clothe, feed, and guard the bride- 
well prisoners. Suppose I take a gang ot 
eight men, put the men under one guard, 
and set them to work on a street which the 
city can hardly thope to clean on acorn of 
the work there is to do. 

“The eight men would cost the city $2.40, 
countifig the salary of the guard in the 30 
‘cents it costs to maintain each prisoner. I 


each gang. as the city laborers cost $1.50 per 
‘day, or $12 for a gang of eight men. 

Then think of the effect this would have 
on men who are used to getting drunk and 
being sent to the bridewell. The prospect of 
working hard on the streets thirteen days to 
pay a fine of $5, or twenty-five days for a $10 
fine, would keep many a man sober. 25 


Will Arrest the ‘Offenders. 

‘The idea of detailing the 105 policemen is to. 
arrest janitors and others who throw paper 
or refuse into the streets. By fining careless 
householders and citizens the city officials ex- 
pect to teach the lesson that carelessness 
Increases the cost of cleanliness.“ 
Preparations also are being made to print 
and circulate 300,000 copies of the municipal 
cleanliness laws throughout the city. Every 
policeman will be furnished with a copy of 
the ordinances, while the police courts will 
be given specially prepared volumes of the 
laws, showing: the sections under which of- 
fenders may be booked. 

Coincident with the suspension of Super- 
intendent Corbett, David McGann, superin- 
tendent in the Eleventh Ward, was trans- 
ferred to the Ninth Ward and will be given 
an additional force of men to clean the 
streets. The work will be done under the per- 
sonal supervision of Superintendent Doherty. 
The removal of Corbett followed an investi- 
gation of the ward by Mr. Doherty. The

McGann Appeals to Police. 
As Commissioner McGann was going to the 
City Hall yesterday morning he saw the jani- 
tor of the Chicago Opera-House Block pour 
a bucketful of dirty water into the gutt:

He decided 
that a special detail must be made to prevent 
such occurrences and the uest of the 
Street department to Chief Kipley for 115 
men was the result.

When the street-clean- 
ing squad in the First Ward completes its 
work each morning the streets are as clean 
as granite block pavement can be made. 
Three hours afterwards it is impossible to 
tell that they have been swept.

TELLS WHY ROBERTS QUIT. 


Employés of the Postoffice rejoiced openly 
and were glad yesterday over the order of 
Postmaster Coyne in abolishing the Promo- 
tion board, which had been established by 
Postmaster Gordon. Mr. Coyne said the rea- 
son he removed the board was that he re- 
garded it as useless, and not even orna- 
mental, while the money it cost could be 
used more profitably in other directions, but 


ways had disliked the board, asserting it re- 
‘tarded instead of hastened promotions, 

“It must not be understood,” said Post- 
master Coyne, “ that the abolishing of the. 
board means abandoning the principle of 

eiu service reform in the Postoffice. That. 
has come to stay, and I approve of it. The 
trouble with the board was it was antag- 
onistic to the principle of real service fe- 
form: it was always recommending the 
wrong men for promotion, and where it did 
anything at all it did harm. Its cost was 
$1,700 a year, enough to pay three extra 
clerks in the maiNng-room the men 
were greatly overworked. I thought it 
would be a good thing to K- the board. 
and use the money for extra men in the 
maliling-room. I abo used some emergency 
money I had at my disposal for the same 
purpose, and the result ie that the ac- 
cumulated mail is now all out of the way. 
the employés of the room are working their 

hours, and we are getting along 
Without trouble. If the mailing-room em- 
ployés had quit, as some of them threatened 
to do, I should not have blamed them, as the 
force was not large enough to do the work.”

Postmaster 
Coyne 

“That is not true. Neither I nor any one 
else asked Mr. Roberts to do that work. It 
is true that when we were badly rushed in 
the mailing-room Captain McGrath asked a 
number of employés in other departments 
where the work was slack to go in and help 
out in the mailing-room, but Mr. Roberts was 
not one of them. Those who were asked 
went gladly, and there has been no friction 
on that account. Why Mr. Roberts resigned 
I do not know, further than he said he was 
yeaa to go back to Indiana.“

HINTS FOR AMATEUR GARDENERS. NO. 4 


| ~~ HOW 10 PREPARE AND PLANT WINDOW BOXES. 


A window box, it may as well be admitted 
in the beginning, docs not offer the highest 
opportunities in the way of flower culture. 
The soll and the air circulation are both 
apt to be poor; perhaps the supply of sun- 
shine is limited. But with care and con- 


| sideration even a northern exposure may be 


made to blossom delightfully. Nasturtiums 


| are the flowers of all others for the begin- 


ner or the individual with poor window box 
exposure. 
Nasturtiums, let it be carefully noted, not 
only do not need a rich soil but they actually 
flourish better in a poor one. With a good 
soll they have a tendency to run to leafage 
entirely; a poor soil, a little dry or sandy, 
produces blossoms in abundanee. For the 
window box, then, which has not the best 
situation or advantages procure nasturtiums, 
dwarf, tall, and climbing. Plant the climb- 
ing seeds at the front and ends of the box, 
the taller ones just beyond the climbers. 
Water well and regularly, loosen up the earth 
about the roots once in a while, and leave 
religiously alone between times. Your nas- 
turtium window box will be a blaze of color 
and a riot of blossoms all summer long. 


For a more elaborate window box get half 
a dozen or so of hardy scarlet geraniums— 
* young plants well started. Plant these 


from tke seed, of course. In front of this, 
again, blue lobelias and sweet alyssum, the 
latter in the front of the box. A white dou- 
ble daisy (chrysanthemum frutescens, Paris 
„or marguerite in the catalogues) will 
stand up finely at either end and furnish a 
fine color contrast to the scarlet of the 
geraniums and the blue of the lobelias. The 


ever useful and satisfactory nasturtiums will 


supply a cheerful flood of yellow, burnt 
orange, and red at the front corners. i 
Periwinkle vines and hellotrope are also 
good for window boxes, but the periwinkles 
cannot always be found in Chicago, and the 
hellotrope is delicate and needs much care. 
For general window boxes such as this a 
fairly good soll is needed. Good black earth 
from the florist’s of a wooded vacant lot will 
do nicely. If the good earth cannot be ob- 
tained enrich the soil with old, well rotted 
manure, forked fine, or with raw bone meal— 
five or six heaping tablespoons of meal to 


an ordinary box, stirred and shaken well | 


through the soll. But allow at least a week 
to elapse after this operation béfore the 
seeds are planted, otherwise the seeds and 
young roots will be burned and spoiled. 
Verbenas and poppies will sometimes thrive 
well in window boxes, but the plants and 
seeds mentioned will give wider and more 
general satisfaction. Oxalis, pink, white, 
and yellow, will never disappoint its admirer. 


— 
The wisdom ot fllung fire escapes with 


flower boxes, covering them up with clinging 
vines, is questionable, to say the least. But 
the temptation to substitute gay blossoms 
and handsome foliage for iron ladders and 
bars proves irresistible at timés, Nastur- 
tlums, again, are invaluable for fire escape 
cultivation, so are morning glories of the old 
standard and the handsome Japanese va- 
rieties, while the wild cucumber vine. if given 
mie a modicum of earth hich need be 
ther rich nor large in quantity~will make 
any fire escape a veritable bower of waving 
green banners and feathery bloom in short 
order. Place a box containing. morning 
glories or scarlet runners, with separate, 
low supports for the same, back of the box 
containing the cucumber. The cucumber 
will encroach upon and smother everything 
before it, and it will get bare and scanty 
toward the roots as the season advances. 

The scarlet runners—which produce most 
delicious “‘ green beans in addition to their 
bloom-making qualities—or the morning 
glories will supply these deficiencies. Wild | 
grapevine, honeysuckle, Japanese hops, 
woodbine, ampelopsis, and cypress are all 
good where vines are desired, and vines are 
always satisfactory in high places such as 
fire escapes offer. A flowering clematis, 
pink, purple, or white—started from a year- 
old plant—will prove a joy and a gladness 
all summer long. Madeira vines and vis- 
tearias may sometimes be induced to blossom, 
but fire éscape gardening calls for great 
care, the sunshine is so hot and so perpetual 
if the fire escapes are on outer walls, the 
shade so chill and so repressive if they face 
upon a court. But nasturtiums, morning 
glories, scarlet runners, and wild cucumber 
may always be relied on, no matter where. 

The proper treatment of the ugly board 
fences which bound so many Chicago yards 
has already been suggested in THs TRIBUNE. | 
The treatment of narrow, restricted courts 
or light shafts presents the next problem, 
difficult of satisfactory solution as a rule be- 
cause of the small amount of sunshine which 
is usual with them.

grown beautifully in the well lighted air 
shaft or light court—the kind of shaft or 
court which is open to the full daylight at 
one end, for instance. ':'Cannas—from start- 
ed plants—will give a wealth of foliage and 
of rich red and yellow tropical blossoms 
during most of the summer; they should be 
planted behind the smaller blossoms, of 
course. Rudbecki goldeh glow is rich and 
cheerful almost beyond expression; and 
makes a fine contrast with scarlet cannas. 
Calladiums and the bronse-foliaged ricinus 
will supply an abundance of handsome foll- 
age. Marigolds, daisies, white and yellow, 
dahlias, phlox, and salvia are all beautiful 
and satisfactory. Mignonette, of course, 
must not be omitted. Roses may. be grown 
with great success with a rich soil and a 
location: The list of summer flowers 
which may be succesfully reared in a limited 
space is practically endless. There is little 
need to fear planting too closely, if only the 
soil is good and the air circulation reasona- 
bly generous. But do not, if you wish for 
success of the most moderate order, plant 


more flowers than you can render a slight | 


amount of attention from time to time. 

The problem of hiding unsightly outlooks, 
shutting off disagreeable corners, is one of 
great interest. It is best treated by means 
of ready-growing. vines, tall plants, such as 
sunflowers, hollyhocks,, rudbeckias, recipus, 
cannas, and by leafy screens grown on 
a foundation of strings. The strings will 
soon be entirely covered with follage. Wild 
cucumber, with morning glories or climbing 
nasturtiums to take care of the scanty 
lower portion, scarlet runners, or morning 
glories alone are all good for this purpose. 
In sOme cases the top of a small tree may 
be bent down and the strings attached to 
its branches.
